RESOLUTION, Proposing an Amendment to the
Constitution of Maine To Establish a Unicameral Legislature

Constitutional amendment. Resolved: Two thirds of each branch of the Legislature
concurring, that the following amendment to the Constitution of Maine be proposed:

Constitution, Art. |1, 81, first § isamended to read:

Section 1. Qualifications of electors; written ballot; military service members,
students. Every citizen of the United States of the age of 18 years and upwards, excepting persons under
guardianship for reasons of mental illness, having his or her residence established in this State, shall be
an elector for Governor;-Senators and Representatives,;members of the L egidature in the city, town or
plantation where his-or-herthat person's residence has been established, if he-or-shethat person continues
to reside in this State; and the elections shaltmust be by written ballot. But persons in the military, naval
or marine service of the United States, or this State, shaltare not be considered as having obtained such
established residence by being stationed in any garrison, barrack or military place, in any city, town or
plantation; nor shalldoes the residence of a student at any seminary of learning entitle the student to the
right of suffrage in the city, town or plantation where such seminary is established. No person, however,
shall-beis deemed to have lost residence by reason of the person's absence from the state in the military
service of the United States, or of this State.

Constitution, Art. 11, 84 isamended to read:

Section 4. Time of state election; absentee voting. The election of Senaters—and
Representatives-shall-bemembers of the Legislature is on the Tuesday following the first Monday of
November biennially forever and the election of Governor shall be on the Tuesday following the first
Monday of November every 4 years. The Legislature under proper enactment shall authorize and provide
for voting by citizens of the State absent therefrom in the Armed Forces of the United States or of this
State and for voting by other citizens absent or physically incapacitated for reasons deemed sufficient.

extent of legisative power. The Legislature shal convene on the first Wednesday of December
following the general election in what shall-beis designated the first regular session of the Legidlature;
and shall further convene on the first Wednesday after the first Tuesday of January in the subsequent
even-numbered year in what shall-beis designated the second regular session of the L egislature; provided,
however, that the business of the second regular session of the L egislature shalt-beis limited to budgetary
matters; legislation in the Governor's call; legislation of an emergency nature admitted by the Legidlature;
legislation referred to committees for study and report by the Legislature in the first regular session;
and legislation presented to the Legislature by written petition of the electors under the provisions of
Article 1V, Part Third, Section 18.

The Legislature
may convene at such other times on the call of the President of the Senate and Speaker of the House,
with the consent of a mgjority of the Membersmembers of the Legislature of each political party, all
Membersmembers of the Legislature having been first polled. On and after December 3, 2014, the
L egislature may convene at such other times on the call of the Presiding Officer of the L egislature, with
the consent of amajority of the Senators of each political party, all Senators having been first polled. The
Legislature, with the exceptions hereinafter stated, shall-havehas the full power to make and establish all
reasonable laws and regulations for the defense and benefit of the people of this State, not repugnant to
this Constitution, nor to that of the United States.

Section 1-A. Legidature to establish Apportionment Commission; number of
quorum; compensation of commission members; commission's budget; division
among political parties. A Legislature whichthat is required to apportion the districts of the House
of Representatives or the Senate, or both, under Article IV, Part First, Section 2, or Article 1V, Part
Second, Section 2, shall establish, within thefirst 3 calendar days after the convening of that Legislature,
acommission to devel op in accordance with the requirements of this Constitution, aplan for apportioning
the House of Representatives, the Senate, or both.

The commission shal-beis composed of 3 members from the political party holding the largest
number of seats in the House of Representatives, who shal-beare appointed by the Speaker; 3 members
fromthe political party holding the majority of the remainder of the seatsin the House of Representatives,
who shall-beare appointed by the floor leader of that party in the House; 2 members of the party holding
the largest number of seats in the Senate, who shalt-beare appointed by the President of the Senate; 2
members of the political party holding the majority of the remainder of the seats in the Senate, to be
appointed by the floor leader of that party in the Senate; the chairpersonchair of each of the 2 major
political partiesin the State or their designated representatives; and 3 members from the public generally,
oneto be selected by each group of members of the commission representing the same political party, and
the third3rd to be selected by the other 2 public members. The Speaker of the House shall-beisresponsible
for organizing the commission and shal-be-chairpersonis chair pro tempore thereof until a permanent
chairpersonchair is selected by the commission members from among their own number. NeAn action
may not be taken without a quorum of 8 being present. The commission shall hold public hearings on
any plan for apportionment prior to submitting suehthat plan to the Legislature.
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Public members of the commission shall receive the samerate of per diem that ispaid to Legislators
for every day's attendance at special sessions of the Legislature as defined by law. All members of
the commission shall-bereimbursedare entitled to reimbursement for actual travel expenses incurred
in carrying out the business of the commission. The Legislature, which is required to apportion, shall
establish a budget for the apportioning commission within the state budget document in the fiscal year
previous to the fiscal year during which the apportioning commission is required to convene and shall
appropriate sufficient funds for the commission to satisfactorily perform its duties and responsibilities.
The budget shalimust include sufficient funds to compensate the chairpersonchair of the commission and
the chairperson’schair's staff. The remainder of the appropriation shallmust be made available equally
among the political partiesrepresented on the commission to providetravel expenses, incidental expenses
and compensation for commission members and for partisan staff and operations. This section does not
apply on or after December 3, 2014.

Section 2. Billsto be signed by the Gover nor; proceedings, in case the Governor
disapproves; allowing the Governor 10 daysto act on legislation. Every bill or resolution,
having the force of law, to which the coneurrence-of-both-Houses-may-beapproval of the Legislature
IS necessary, except on a question of adjournment, which-shal-havethat has passed both Houses before
December 3, 2014, or the Legislature on or after December 3, 2014, shalimust be presented to the
Governor;-and-f. If the Governor approves, the Governor shall sign it;-f-net;. Before December 3, 2014,
if the Governor does not approve and sign the measure, the Governor shall return it with objectionsto the
House in which it shall-have originated, which shall enter the objections at large on its journals;journal
and proceed to reconsider it. If after such reconsideration, 2/3 of that House shall-agreeagrees to passiit,
it shall be sent together with the objections, to the other House, by which it shall be reconsidered, and, if
approved by 2/3 of that House, it shall-havehas the same effect asiif it had been signed by the Governor;
but in al such cases, the votes of both Houses shall be taken by yeas and nays; and the names of the
persons; voting for and against the bill or resolution;-shalimust be entered on the journals of both Houses
respectively. On or after December 3, 2014, if the Governor does not approve and sign the measure, the
Governor shall return it with objections to the Legislature, which shall enter the objections at large on
its journal and proceed to reconsider it. If, after reconsideration, 2/3 of the Legislature agrees to pass it,
it has the same effect as if it had been signed by the Governor; but in all such cases, the votes of the
L egislature must be taken by yeas and nays and the names of the persons voting for and against the bill or
resolution must be entered on the journal. If the bill or resolution shalis not be returned by the Governor
within 10 days (Sundays excepted) after it shall-havehas been presented to the Governor, it shall-havehas
the same force and effect asif the Governor had signed it unless the Legislature by theirits adjournment
preventpreventsitsreturn, in which case it shalt-have suchhas that same force and effect, unless returned
within 3 days after the next meeting of the same Legislature whichthat enacted the bill or resolution;
if there is no such next meeting of the Legislature whichthat enacted the bill or resolution, the bill or
resol ution shaltdoes not be-abecome law.

Section 2-A. Line-item veto of dollar amounts appearing in appropriation or
allocation sections of legislative documents. The Governor has power to disapprove any dollar
amount appearing in an appropriation section or allocation section, or both, of an enacted legidative
document. Unlessthe Governor exercisesthe line-item veto power authorized in this section no later than
one day after receiving for signature the enacted legidation, the powers of the Governor as set out in
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section 2 apply to the entire enacted legislation. For any disapproved dollar amount, the Governor shall
replace the dollar amount with one that does not result in an increase in an appropriation or alocation or a
decreasein adeappropriation or deallocation. When disapproving adollar amount pursuant to thissection,
the Governor may not propose an increase in an appropriation or allocation elsewhere in the legidative
document. The Governor shall specify the distinct dollar amounts that are revised, and the part or parts
of the legidlative document not specifically revised become law. The dollar amountsin an appropriation
or allocation that have been disapproved become law as revised by the Governor, unless passed over
the Governor's veto by the Legislature as the dollar amounts originally appeared in the enacted bill as
presented to the Governor; except that, notwithstanding any other provision of this Constitution for dollar
amountsvetoed pursuant to this section, before December 3, 2014 amajority of all the elected membersin
each Houseis sufficient to override the veto and on or after December 3, 2014 amajority of all the elected
Senatorsis sufficient to override the veto, and each dollar amount vetoed must be voted on separately to
override the veto. Except as provided in this section, the Governor may not disapprove, omit or modify
any language allocated to the statutes or appearing in an unallocated section of law.

Section 3. Thejudge of its elections; majority, a quor um. Each House shalt-beis, and
on or after December 3, 2014, the Legidature is the judge of the elections and qualifications of its own
members; and a majority shat-constituteconstitutes a quorum to do business; but a smaller number may
adjourn from day to day, and may compel the attendance of absent members; in such manner and under
such penalties as each House, and on or after December 3, 2014, the L egislature shall provide.

Section 4. M ay punish and expel member s. Each House, and on or after December 3, 2014,
the Legislature may determine the rules of its proceedings, punish its members for disorderly behavior,
and, with the concurrence of 2/3 expel amember, but not a 2nd time for the same cause.

Section 5. Shall keep a journal; yeas and nays. Each House, and on or after December
3, 2014, the Legislature shall keep ajournal, and from time to time publish its proceedings, except such
parts as in their judgment may require secrecy; and the yeas and nays of the members of either House,
and on or after December 3, 2014, the L egislature on any question;-shalimust, at the desire of 1/5 of those

present, be entered on the jeurnalsjournal .

Section 6. May punish for contempt. Each House, and on or after December 3, 2014, the
L egidlature, during its session, may punish by imprisonment any person, not a member, for disrespectful
or disorderly behavior in its presence, for obstructing any of its proceedings, threatening, assaulting or
abusing any of its members for anything said, done, or doing in either House, and on or after December
5, 2012, the L egidature; provided; that no imprisonment shaltmay extend beyond the period of the same
session.

Section 7. Compensation; traveling expenses.This section applies to compensation and
expenses before December 3, 2014. The Senators and Representatives shallare entitled to receive such
compensation; as shall-beis established by law; but no law increasing their compensation shalimay take
effect during the existence of the L egisature,-whichthat enacted it. The expenses of the members of the
House of Representatives in traveling to the Legislature, and returning therefromfrom the Legislature,
once in each week of each session and no more, shaltmust be paid by the State out of the public treasury
to every member, who shall seasonably attend, in the judgment of the House, and does not depart
therefromfrom the L egislature without leave.
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Constitution, Art. IV, Pt. Third, 87-A isenacted to read:

Section 7-A. Compensation; traveling expenses. This section applies to compensation
and expenses on or after December 3, 2014. The Senators are entitled to receive such compensation as
is established by law; but no law increasing their compensation may take effect during the existence of
the Legisature that enacted it. The expenses of the Senatorsin traveling to the Legisature, and returning
from the Legislature, once in each week of each session and no more, must be paid by the State out of
the public treasury to every Senator, who shall seasonably attend, in the judgment of the L egidature and
does not depart from the L egislature without |eave.

Constitution, Art. IV, Pt. Third, 88 isamended to read:

Section 8. Member sexempt from arrest; freedom of debate. Thissection appliesbefore
December 3, 2014. The Senatorsand Representativesshallare, in all cases except treason, felony or breach
of the peace, be privileged from arrest during their attendance at, going to, and returning from each session
of the Legislature, and no member shall-beis liable to answer for anything spoken in debate in either
House, in any court or place elsewhere.

Constitution, Art. IV, Pt. Third, 88-A isenacted to read:

Section 8-A. Senators exempt from arrest; freedom of debate. This section applies
on or after December 3, 2014. The Senators are, in al cases except treason, felony or breach of the
peace, privileged from arrest during their attendance at, going to, and returning from each session of the
Legislature, and no Senator is liable to answer for anything spoken in debate in the Legisature, in any
court or place elsewhere.

Constitution, Art. IV, Pt. Third, 89 isamended by adding at the end the following:
This section does not apply on or after December 3, 2014.

Constitution, Art. IV, Pt. Third, 810 isamended to read:

Section 10. Membersnot to be appointed to certain offices.This section applies before
December 3, 2014. No Senator or Representative shaltmay, during the term for which the Senator or
Representative shall-havehas been elected, be appointed to any civil office of profit under this State;
whichthat requires the approval of the Legislature for appointment or which-shall-havethat has been
created, or the emoluments of which increased during suchthat term, except such offices as may befilled
by elections by the people.

Constitution, Art. IV, Pt. Third, 810-A isenacted to read:
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Section 10-A. Senators not to be appointed to certain offices. This section applies
on or after December 3, 2014. No Senator may, during the term for which the Senator has been elected,
be appointed to any civil office of profit under this State that requires the approval of the L egislature for
appointment or that has been created, or the emoluments of which increased during that term, except such
offices as may be filled by elections by the people.

Constitution, Art. 1V, Pt. Third, 8811 and 12 are amended to read:

Section 11. Persons disqualified to be members. No member of Congress, nor person
holding any office under the United States (post officers excepted) nor office of profit under this State,
justices of the peace, notaries public, coroners and officers of the militia excepted, shallmay have a seat
in either-Housethe L egislature while a member of Congress, or continuing in such office.

Section 12. Adjournments. Neither House shall during the session, without the consent of the
other, adjourn for more than 2 days, nor to any other place than that in which the Houses shall-beare
sitting and, on or after December 3, 2014, the L egislature may not adjourn for more than 2 days, nor to
any other place than that in which the L egislature is sitting.

Constitution, Art. 1V, Pt. Third, 8815 and 16 are amended to read:

Section 15. Constitutional conventions. The Legislature shalt; by a 2/3 concurrent vote of
both branches or, haveon or after December 3, 2014, by a 2/3 vote of the L egislature has the power to
call congtitutional conventions; for the purpose of amending this Constitution.

Section 16. Acts become effective in 90 days after recess; exception; emergency
bill defined. No Act or jeint resolution of the Legislature, except such orders or resolutions as pertain
solely to facilitating the performance of the business of the Legidature—of-either-branch; or of any
committee or officer thereof, or appropriate money therefor or for the payment of salaries fixed by law,
shall-taketakes effect until 90 days after the recess of the session of the Legidature in which it was
passed, unlessin case of emergency, in which withcase the facts constituting the emergency shalimust be
expressed in the preamble of the Act, the Legidlature shall, by avote of 2/3 of al the members elected to
each House, or, on or after December 3, 2014, by a 2/3 vote of those el ected to the L egislature otherwise
directdirects. An emergency bill shaltmay include only such measures as are immediately necessary for
the preservation of the public peace, health or safety; and shaltmay not include (L) an infringement of
the right of home rule for municipalities, (2) afranchise or alicense to a corporation or an individual to
extend longer than one year; or (3) provision for the sale or purchase or renting for more than 5 years
of real estate.

1. Petition procedure. The electors may propose to the Legislature for its consideration any
bill, resolve or resolution, including billsto amend or repeal emergency legislation but not an amendment
of the State Constitution, by written petition addressed to the Legislature or, until December 2, 2014, to
either branch thereof and filed in the office of the Secretary of State by the hour of 5:00 p.m., on or before
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the 50th day after the date of convening of the Legidlature in first regular session or on or before the
25th day after the date of convening of the Legislature in second regular session, except that the written
petition may not be filed in the office of the Secretary of State later than 18 months after the date the
petition form was furnished or approved by the Secretary of State. If the applicable deadline falls on a
Saturday, Sunday; or legal holiday, the period runs until the hour of 5:00 p.m.; of the next day whichthat
is not a Saturday, Sunday; or legal holiday.

. Unicameral LegiSature

Section 1. Legidative department; style of acts. Notwithstanding Part First and Part
Second, beginning with the first regular session of the Legislature that convenes in December 2014, the
legidative authority of the State is vested in a Legisature consisting of one chamber, but the people
reserve to themselves power to propose laws and enact or reject the same at the polls independent of
the L egislature and reserve the power to approve or reject at the polls any act, bill, resolve or resolution
proposed by the Legislature and the style of the laws and acts must be "Be it enacted by the People of
the State of Maine." All authority vested by this Constitution or laws of the State in the Senate, House
of Representatives or joint session of those Houses, insofar as applicable, is vested in the one-chamber
Legidature. All provisions in the laws of the State relating to the Legidature, the Senate and House
of Representatives, joint sessions of the Senate and House of Representatives, Senators or members of
the House of Representatives, insofar as such provisions are applicable, apply to and mean the one-
chamber Legislature established by this section. All referencesto Clerk of the House of Representatives
or Secretary of the Senate mean, when applicable, Clerk of the Legidature. All references to the Speaker
of the House of Representatives or President of the Senate mean the Presiding Officer of the Legidature.
When any provision of this Constitution or the law requires the submission of any matter to or action
by the House of Representatives, the Senate or joint session of those Houses, or the members of either
body or both, after December 2014, that provision is amended to mean and must be construed to refer
to the one-chamber L egidature.

At the beginning of each first regular session the Legidature shall elect from its membership a
presiding officer.

Section 2. Number of members. The Legislature consists of 105 Senators who are elected
by the qualified electors and serve terms of 2 years from the day next preceding the first Wednesday
in December following a general election. The Legislature that convenes in the year 2012 and every
10th year thereafter shall cause the State to be divided into districts for the choice of one Senator
for each district. The number of Senators must be divided into the number of inhabitants of the State
exclusive of foreigners not naturalized according to the latest Federal Decennial Census or a state census
previously ordered by the Legislature to coincide with the Federal Decennial Census to determine a
median population figure for each member district. Each member district must be formed of continuous
and compact territory and cross political subdivision linestheleast number of times necessary to establish
as nearly as practicable equally populated districts. If the population of a municipality entitles it to
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more than one district, all whole districts must be drawn within municipal boundaries. Any population
remainder within the municipality must be included in adistrict drawn to cross the municipa boundary,
provided that the population remainder of the municipality is contiguous to another municipality or
municipalities included in the district.

Section 3. Legidature to establish apportionment commission; number of
quorum; compensation of commission members;, commission's budget; division
among political parties. A Legisaturethat is required to apportion the districts of the L egislature
under this Part, Section 2 shall establish, within the first 3 calendar days after the convening of that
Legislature, a commission to develop a plan for apportioning the Legislature in accordance with the
requirements of this Constitution.

Except for the commission established by the L egislature that convenesin 2012, the commission is
composed of 5 Senators from the political party holding the largest number of seatsin the Legidature,
who are appointed by the Presiding Officer of the L egislature; 5 Senators from the political party holding
the majority of the remainder of the seatsin the L egidature, who are appointed by the floor |eader of that
party in the Legislature; the chair of each of the 2 major political parties in the State or their designated
representatives; and 3 members from the public generally, one selected by each group of members of the
commission representing the same political party and the 3rd selected by the other 2 public members. For
the commission established by the Legidature that convenes in 2012, the commission is composed of 3
membersfrom the political party holding thelargest number of seatsin the House of Representatives, who
are appointed by the Speaker; 3 members from the palitical party holding the majority of the remainder
of the seats in the House of Representatives, who are appointed by the floor leader of that party in the
House; 2 members of the party holding the largest number of seats in the Senate, who are appointed by
the President of the Senate; 2 members of the political party holding the majority of the remainder of the
seats in the Senate, to be appointed by the floor |eader of that party in the Senate; the chair of each of the
2 major political parties in the State or their designated representatives; and 3 members from the public
generally, oneto be selected by each group of members of the commission representing the same political
party, and the 3rd to be selected by the other 2 public members. The Presiding Officer of the L egidatureis
responsible for organizing the commission and is chair pro tempore until a permanent chair is selected by
the commission members from among their own number, except that for the L egislature that convenesin
2012, the Speaker of the House has these responsibilities. An action may not be taken without a quorum
of 8 being present. The commission shall hold public hearings on any plan for apportionment prior to
submitting such a plan to the L egislature.

Public members of the commission are entitled to the same rate of per diem that is paid to Senators
for every day's attendance at special sessions of the Legislature as defined by law. All members of
the commission are reimbursed for actual travel expenses incurred in carrying out the business of the
commission. The Legidlature that is required to apportion shall establish a budget for the apportioning
commission within the state budget document in thefiscal year previousto thefiscal year during which the
apportioning commission isrequired to convene and shall appropriate sufficient fundsfor the commission
to satisfactorily perform its duties and responsibilities. The budget must include sufficient funds to
compensate the chair of the commission and the chair's staff. The remainder of the appropriation must
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be made available equally among the political parties represented on the commission to provide travel
expenses, incidental expenses and compensation for commission members and for partisan staff and

operations.

Section 4. Submission of reapportionment plan to Clerk of the Legidature;
Legidature's action on commission's plan. The apportionment plan of the commission
established under this Part, Section 3 must be submitted to the Clerk of the Legidature no later than
120 calendar days after the convening of the Legisature in which apportionment is required. In the
preparation of legisation implementing the plan, the commission, following a unanimous decision by
commission members, may adjust errors and inconsistencies in accordance with the standards set forth in
this Constitution, so long as substantive changes are not made. The L egislature shall enact the submitted
plan of the commission or aplan of its own by avote of 2/3 of the Senators within 30 calendar days after
the plan of the commission is submitted. Such action is subject to the Governor's approval as provided
in Article IV, Part Third, Section 2.

In the event that the Legidature fails to make an apportionment within 130 calendar days after
convening, the Supreme Judicial Court, within 60 days following the period in which the Legidature is
required to act but fails to do so, shall make the apportionment. In making such an apportionment, the
Supreme Judicial Court shall take into consideration plans and briefs filed by the public with the court
during the first 30 days of the period in which the court is required to apportion.

The Supreme Judicial Court has original jurisdiction to hear any challenge to an apportionment [aw
enacted by the L egidature, as registered by any citizen or group of citizens. If any challengeis sustained,
the Supreme Judicial Court shall make the apportionment.

Section 5. Residency requirement; age. A person may not be a Senator unless the person
at the commencement of the period for which the person is elected has been 5 years acitizen of the United
States, hasreached the age of 21 years, has been aresident in this State one year and for the 3 months next
preceding the time of the person's election has been and, during the period for which elected, continues
to be aresident in the district that the person represents.

A person may not be a candidate for election as a Senator unless, at the time of the nomination for
placement on the primary, general or special e ection ballot, that person is a resident in the district that
the candidate seeks to represent.

Section 6. Election of Senator; lists of votesdelivered immediately; lists of votes
examined by Governor; summons of persons who appear to be eected; lists laid
beforethe L egislatur e. The meetingswithin this State for the choice of a Senator must bewarned in
due course of law by qualified officials of the several towns and cities 7 days at |east before the election
and the eection officials of the various towns and cities shall preside impartially at these meetings,
receive the votes of all the qualified electors and sort, count and declare them in open meeting. A list of
the persons voted for must be prepared with the number of votes for each person against that person's
name. Cities and towns belonging to any legidative district shall hold their meetings at the sasmetimein
the respective cities and towns and the meetings must be announced, held and regulated and the votes
received, sorted, counted and declared in the same manner. Fair copiesof thelists of votes must be attested
by the municipal officers and the clerks of the cities and towns and the city and town clerks respectively
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shall deliver those copiesinto the office of the Clerk of the L egidature immediately. The Governor shall
examine the returned copies of thelists and, 7 days before the first Wednesday of December biennially,
shall issue a summons to the persons who appear to have been elected by a plurality of all votes returned
to attend and take their seats. All the lists must be laid before the Legisature on the first Wednesday of
December biennially and the Legidature shall finally determine who is €l ected.

Section 7. To choose own officers; power of impeachment. The Legidature shall
chooseitsown clerk and other officersand hasthe power to try all impeachments and, when sitting for that
purpose, must be on oath or affirmation, and a person may not be convicted without the concurrence of
2/3 of the members present. Thejudgment of the members, however, may not extend farther than removal
from office and disqualification to hold or enjoy any office of honor, trust or profit in this State. The
party, whether convicted or acquitted, is neverthelessliableto indictment, trial, judgment and punishment
according to law.

Constitutional referendum procedure; form of question; effective date.
Resolved: That the municipal officers of this State shall notify the inhabitants of their respectivecities,
towns and plantations to meet, in the manner prescribed by law for holding a statewide election, at a
statewide election held in the month of November 2010 following the passage of this resolution, to vote
upon theratification of the amendment proposed in this resolution by voting upon the following question:

"Do you favor amending the Constitution of Maine to eliminate the Senate and the House
of Representatives and to replace them with a single-house L egislature of 105 members?’

The legal voters of each city, town and plantation shall vote by ballot on this question and designate
their choice by a cross or check mark placed within the corresponding square below the word "Y es"
or "No." The ballots must be received, sorted, counted and declared in open ward, town and plantation
meetings and returns made to the Secretary of State in the same manner as votes for members of the
Legidature. The Governor shall review the returns. If it appears that a mgjority of the legal votes are
cast in favor of the amendment, the Governor shall proclaim that fact without delay and the amendment
becomes part of the Constitution of Maine on the date of the proclamation; and be it further

Secretary of State shall prepareballots. Resolved: That the Secretary of State shall
prepare and furnish to each city, town and plantation all ballots, returns and copies of this resolution
necessary to carry out the purposes of this referendum.
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SUMMARY

This resolution amends the Constitution of Maine to abolish the Senate and the House of
Representatives and to replace them with aunicameral Legislature made up of 105 memberswho will be
referred to as Senators. This reduction requires a reapportionment plan by the Legislature that convenes
in December 2012 so that the Legislature elected in November 2014 is unicameral.
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
